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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 1 2 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 and 20-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-10 and 20-28, the applicant claims an "attachable-detachable" layer. 
Is this layer attachable or detachable for the claimed device? Can one attach or takeoff 
this layer at any given time from the device? Use of the term "attachable-detachable" 
renders the claim vague. 

In line 2 of claims 2 and 4, the applicant claims that the attachable-detachable 
layer is "changed" based on a light and based on a temperature, respectively. It is not 
clear as to how the attachable-detachable layer differ or changed. The change or end 
result is not cited in positive product limitation. In positive terminology, how does 
attachable-detachable layer differ from the prior art? 

In claim 3, the applicant claims that attachable-detachable layer comprises a 
"photoresist". It is not clear as to what exactly (ie, specific material) attachable- 
detachable layer comprises. What exactly is the photoresist (not a material)? 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 1 02 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 11, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamazaki et al US 2002/01 80371 A1 ). 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 Yamazaki discloses a flat panel display device (see 
figures) comprising a main plate (100), an organic light emitting element (106: PA 0043) 
having a first electrode, a second electrode, and an organic light emitting layer there 
between, a protecting layer (109), and an attachable-detachable layer or auxiliary 
plate(102, 126, or 127). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-19 are allowed. Claims 14-19 are allowable since prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed composite layer of organic layer having inorganic insulation 
particles and a protecting layer on the composite buffer layer in combination with other 
features of claim.
